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FOREWORD 

The common law of England was styled by Blackstone lex non scripta, 
being that portion of the law which was based on immemorial usage 
and universal reception as distinguished from lex scripta, the written 
or statute law. The only method of proving that the common or un- 
written law exists is by showing that it has always been the custom 
to observe it. Obviously laws which depend for their authority on 
tradition or which are communicated from former ages to the present 
solely by word of mouth, never can be entirely definite or stationary; 
and so we see the truth of the statement that "the present common 
law of England is as dissimilar from that of Edward III. as is the present 
state of society." The same principle applies to the history of nations. 
A large part of that which we call history is made up of hearsay state- 
ments, more or less colored by the bias or prejudice of the writer. Hence 
the historic records of a state or nation find their most permanent as 
well as their most accurate expression in its statutes or written laws. 
By reference to the statutes of a nation we are able to trace with exact- 
ness the spirit, purposes and ideals which underlie its action as well as 
to ascertain the state of intelligence, learning and accomplishments of 
its people. The laws passed by the English Colonies in America are 
most instructive to us as showing the sources from which much of our 
present statutory law is derived. A comparison of their development 
in the several Colonies well repays the student of our institutions. Un- 
fortunately the collections of such material are comparatively few in 
number and difficult of access to the student of this branch of our history. 

The Honorable Nicholas Trott, Chief Justice of South Carolina, 
formed, about 1715, the first collection of American colonial statutory 
law. He describes the books in his collection in the preface to his work 
on Ecclesiastical Laws. By comparison with the well known collection 
made by Mr. Charles R. Hildeburn for Charlemagne Tower and now 
in the Pennsylvania Historical Society's library in Philadelphia, the 
first collection seems rather meagre. As time goes on collections of the 
original issues of works of this character become more and more difficult 
to form, on account of the relatively small number of copies of any 
particular book that was issued. For example, the collections of the 
Sessional issues in all the public libraries taken together do not comprise 
a complete original run or set of New York Colonial statutes. In form- 
ang the collection described in this catalogue, naturally the statute laws 
of my own state and city, in the colonial and constitutional periods, 
presented the most attractive field of research; hence the New York 
section of this collection contains items of greater rarity than will be 
found in respect of most of the other Colonies, although of the latter 
there are many scarce items.

RfiSUME OF JUDGE RUSSELL BENEDICT'S COLLECTION 
OF ACTS AND LAWS 

The Collection of Laws belonging to Judge Russell Benedict, to be 
offered at Unrestricted Public Sale by the American Art Association, 
on the afternoon and evening of February 27th, 1922, is the Most Im- 
portant Collection of its kind that has ever been brought together by 
a private party. Its interest centers not alone in its legal sphere, but 
also around the historical events of the most fascinating periods in 
American History. 

Not only has Judge Benedict endeavored to make his Collection as 
complete as possible, especially in relation to the Laws of New York, but in 
doing so he has also striven after the finest possible copies to be obtained, 
with the result that he has brought together examples of many of the 
most important Laws of Colonial times, which are not only excessively 
rare and valuable, but also unique in their state. 

The number of examples printed by the early New York printers, 
especially those by William Bradford, the first New York Printer, is 
remarkable in its extent, there being no less than 26 imprints by William 
Bradford, 16 by Hugh Gaine, 16 by James Parker, 14 by W. Weyman, 
5 by John Peter Zenger, and 7 by John Holt. Among other imprints 
are those by Benjamin Franklin, James Franklin, Daniel Fowle, Isaac 
Collins, Bartholomew and Timothy Green, and other early printers of 
the thirteen Original Colonies, a complete list of whom will be found 
at the end of this r6sum6.

Nearly all the Items in Judge Benedict's Collection are in 
Exceptionally Fine State of Preservation. Many are in Uncut 
State, While the Greater Number Show Unusually Wide Margins. 
On account of this it has been thought advisable to supplement the 
usual form of giving sizes by a more comprehensible method, to which 
end, a notation of the size of each item, in inches, is given in parentheses 
after the usual notation of the same. 

From the standpoint of the typographical art of America during its 
early days, down to the early 19th century. Judge Benedict's Collection 
shows a remarkable array of noted names connected with the introduc- 
tion of printing in America. It has therefore been thought advisable to 
give a list of the printers represented, which will be found on the fol- 
lowing two pages.

Conditions of Sale 

1. Rejection of Bids. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article 
offered or which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may be rejected by the auctioneer 
if in his judgment such bid would be Ukely to affect the sale injuriously. 

2. The Buyer. The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute arises between two or 
more bidders, the auctioneer shall either decide the same or put up for resale the lot so in dispute. 

3. Identification and Part Payment by Buyer. The name of the buyer of each lot 
shall be given immediately on the sale thereof and when so required, each buyer shall sign a 
card giving the lot number, amount for which sold, and his or her name and address. 

Payment at the actual time of the sale shall be made of all or such part of the purchase 
prices as may be required. 

If the two foregoing conditions are not complied with, the lot or lots so purchased may at 
the option of the auctioneer be put up again and resold. 

4. Risk After Purchase. Title passes"' upon Ithe fall of the auctioneer's hammer and 
thereafter neither the consignor nor the Association is responsible for the loss or any damage 
to any article occasioned by theft, fire, breakage or any cause. 

5. Delivery of Purchases. Delivery of any purchases will be made only upon payment 
of the total amount due for all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made at the place of sale or at the storage warehouse to which purchases 
may have been removed. 

Deliveries at the American Art Galleries will be made only between the hours of nine a. m. 
and one p. m. on sales' days and on other days — except holidays, when no deliveries will be 
made — between the hours of nine a. m. and five p. m. 

Deliveries at places of sale other than the American Art Galleries will be made only during 
the forenoon following the day of sale unless by special notice or arrangement to the contrary. 

Deliveries at the Storage warehouse to which goods may have been sent will be made on any 
day other than holidays between the hours of nine and five. 

Deliveries of any purchases of small articles likely to be lost or mislaid may be made at the 
discretion of the auctioneer during the session of the sale at which they were sold. 

6. Storage in Default of Prompt Payment and Calling for Goods. Articles not 
paid for in full and either not called for by the purchaser or delivered upon his or her order by 
noon of the day following that of the sale will be turned over by the Association to some carter 
to be carried to and stored in some warehouse until the time of the delivery therefrom to the 
purchaser, and the cost of such cartage and storage will be charged against the purchaser and 
the risk of loss or damage occasioned by such removal or storage will be upon the purchaser. 
Note: The limited space of the Delivery Rooms of the Association makes the above require- 
ments necessary, and it is not alone for the benefit of the Association, but also for that of its pa- 
trons, whose goods otherwise would have to be so crowded as to be subject to damage and loss. 

7. Shipping. Boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business in which the Association is in 
no wise engaged, and will not be performed by the Association for purchasers. The Association 
will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for employing at current and reasonable 
rates carriers and packers; doing so, however, without any assumption of responsibility on its 
part for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such service. 

8. Guaranty. The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot correctly and 
endeavors therein and also at the actual time of sale to point out any error, defect or imperfec- 
tion, but guaranty is not made either by the owner or the Association of the correctness of 
the description, genuineness, authenticity or condition of any lot and no sale will be set aside 
on account of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing or imperfection not noted or pointed 
out. Every lot is sold "as is' and without recourse. 

Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior to its sale, and the Association will 
give consideration to the opinion of any trustworthy expert to the effect that any lot has been 
incorrectly catalogued and in its judgment may thereafter sell the lot as catalogued or make 
mention of the opinion of such expert, who thereby will become responsible for such damage 
as might result were his opinion without foundation. 

9. Buying on Order. Buying or bidding by the Association for responsible parties on 
orders transmitted to it by mail, telegraph or telephone will be faithfully attended to without 
charge or commission. Any purchases so made will be subject to the foregoing conditions of

In 1663, Charles II, in the second year after his restoration, granted the 
region south of Virginia and extending from 31° to 36° north latitude, and 
westward within these parallels across the continent, to some of his adherents 
to whom he was indebted for distinguished service. This region was called 
Carolina in the grant, and the favored noblemen were, Edward, Earl of Claren- 
don, George, Duke of Albermarle, William Lord Craven, John Lord Berkeley, 
Anthony Lord Ashley, Sir George Carteret, Sir William Berkeley, and Sir 
John Colleton. An adverse claim was soon made to the saVne territory under 
a grant obtained in 1629, by Sir Robert Heath, but failing to form a colony, 
the claims of those to whom he had conveyed rights were set aside. Settle- 
ments were made in Carolina prior to this grant by settlers from Virginia 
and Massachusetts. In 1729 all of the Proprietors, except Lord Granville, 
surrendered their title in the soil to the Crown; and in 1744, his eighth part 
was set off to him.

The first entry begins, — "Head Quarters New York March 31st 1776. The 
Command 0/ the Army at New York (jor the present) being Devolved upon Briga- 
dier General Heath, He finds himself happy in having for his Colleagues General 
Thompson &f Lord Sterling — As the mimsterial Troops have Evacuated Boston 
Taken Shipping and the place of their Destination uncertain, and as there is 
some probability that New York may be their object, the General strongly Recom- 
mends to the officers of all Ranks to Exert themselves in preparing for the most 
vigorous Defense should the enemy attempt a Landing in this place. ..." 

Under date of April 3rd, 1776- is a most interesting entry, ordering the seiz- 
ure of "Mr. Justice Hulett" (Richard Hewlett, the famous Loyalist), his son, 
Lieut. Thomas Hewlett, and other active Loyalists, at Rockaway, Long 
Island. There is no record here as to the outcome of this attempt, but it is 
well known that the Hewletts were not arrested by the American troops at 
this or any later time. 

August 13th, 1776, General Heath records his promotion to the rank ol 
Major-General, and his transference from New York to the command of a 
Division at Kingsbridge. 

Among the Warrants are found the names of many persons famous then 
or later, in the Continental Army, including, — Ebenezer Huntington, then 
Deputy Pay-Master General under General Heath, who later served as Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel at Yorktown, and was made a Brigadier-General by Washing- 
ton when war with France threatened in 1799; Colonel Prescott, General 
James Clinton, Doctor John Warren, Colonel Keith, Major General Arthur 
St. Clair, and many other valiant officers.

An Item of Excessive Rarity: Being the Only Known Copy of This 
Exceedingly Interesting Historical Tract Relative to the Dispute 

BETWEEN the ASSEMBLY OF NeW JeRSEY AND GOVERNOR MONTGOMERIE 

ON THE Subject of a Separate Governor. 

Inserted is a two-page Signed Autograph Document by James Alexander, 
dated, New York, February 19th, 1721, relative to the practice of the Court of 
Chancery, and the survey of some land. There is also inserted, a one-page 
folio manuscript document "To his Excellency Lewis Morris, Esq. Captain 
Generall and Governour in Chief of the province of New Jersey," being the 
Petition of Jos. Murray and Wm. Smith, Counsel for the Complainant in the 
Case of Jerokiman against Post and Speir, with a six-line Signed Autograph 
Note by Governor Lewis Morris, dated, July 20th, 1742, ordering the defen- 
dants to be served with a copy of this petition. 

In 1720 William Burnet succeeded Hunter as Governor of New Jersey, and 
continued to preside over New York and New Jersey until 1727, when he was 
removed to the governorship of Massachusetts, being succeeded in that of 
New York and New Jersey by John Montgomerie, who continued in office until 
his death in the summer of 173 1. 

The death of Governor Montgomerie threw the governorship upon Lewis 
Morris, President of the Council, the duties of which office he assumed until 
the arrival of William Crosby (appointed, March 27, 1732), who continued to 
hold office until his death in March 10, 1736, when the duties of the office fell 
upon John Anderson, President of the Council. After a short period of two 
weeks, Anderson died, being succeeded by John Hamilton (son of Andrew 
Hamilton, governor in the Proprietors' time). Hamilton governed for nearly 
two years; during his administration there was submitted to the crown, cer-

governor. These "Reasons" finally, in the summer of 1738, resulted in the 
arrival of a commission to Lewis Morris, as Governor of New Jersey, separate 
from New York. The Eleventh Assembly, at its Perth Amboy session, in the 
"i2th of George II, 1738" was the first separate Assembly held after the 
appointment of the first separate Governor of New Jersey, viz. Lewis Morris, 
formerly Chief-Justice of New York, but removed by Governor Crosby. 

John West, Lord Delaware, was appointed, as Crosby's successor, on June 
20, 1737, but owing to his public activities, he never left England, and his 
commission was subsequently, September, 1737, revoked. 

The attempt to separate the governorship of New York and New Jersey was 
first made in Governor Burnet's time, and renewed during the short governor- 
ship of John Montgomerie. The action of the Assembly of New Jersey on the 
subject of a separate governor was so unpalatable to Governor Montgomerie 
and his Council, that he dissolved them. 

The present tract, which is a defence of the action of the Assembly, in their 
controversy with Gov. Montgomerie, was written by James Alexander, a 
lawyer, born in Scotland about 1690, who was obliged to leave England on 
account of his active partisanship with the pretender. He came to America in 
1715, and became the first official recorder of the town of Perth Amboy, N. J., 
in 1 718. He held many public offices, serving for several years in the Colonial 
legislature of New Jersey, and was attorney-general in 1 721-1723, and Secre- 
tary of the Province of New York. 

This tract shows no printer's name or place, but is without question the work 
of William Bradford.

tion of New Jersey, than anything hitherto published, comprising the Bill 
presented by the Proprietors, with documents relating to the same. Inserted 
is a copy of "The New York Gazette, revived in the Weekly Post-Boy," May 7, 
1747 (inner margin torn); there are, also, four pages reprinted from the 
"Post Boy," containing the two Speeches of Mr. Nevill (not given by Evans in 
his collation of the volume). 

For more than thirty years prior to the publication of this item, there 
had been no important controversy between the grantees of Carteret and the 
Elizabethtown claimants under the Indian titles, due to the abstinence of the 
Carteret interests from enforcing their claims. During this time, a large 
quantity of these interests had come into the hands of Robert H. Morris and 
James Alexander, who held important offices in the colony. With other large 
proprietors they commenced action of ejectment and suit for the recovery of 
quit-rent against the settlers, who immediately resorted to their Indian titles 
and formed an association consisting of a large portion of the inhabitants of 
the counties of Middlesex, Essex, Somerset and Morris. In September 1745 
the Associators broke open the county goal and delivered all persons com- 
mitted at suit of the Proprietors. This led to the above-mentioned Bill, calling 
for a "Riot-Act," which was supported by the Governor and Council, but the 
Assembly not only rejected the bill, but sought to give more favorable color to 
the offences of the Association. 

The title page of the present copy contains the autograph signature of 
Daniel Coxe, once a member of his Majesty's Council of New Jersey, whose 
property was burnt and pillaged by his friends, and later confiscated by the 
State of New Jersey.

Prosecutions 
and executions hastily resulted, and it was only sometime later that doubts 
were thrown on the whole affair.

It is therefore ordered and Decreed and it 
is hereby ordered and decreed that the Complainants said Bill exhibited into 
this Court, Doe stand dismist — And also that the said Complainants doe Pay 
and Satisfie unto the said Defendant such costs." 

The above matter relates to the old difficulty between Ryei" Schermerhorn 
and the Freeholders of the town of Schenectady. 

The document is of unusual historical importance, as, singularly enough, 
it sustains the position of Schermerhorn, and as the decisions of the Council 
and Courts were universally against him, this document in that sense may be 
considered unique. 

Pearson, in his valuable work, "The History of Schenectady Patent," makes 
no mention of, and was undoubtedly unaware of the existence of this interesting 
paper.

This Petition was presented to the Assenibly on October 22, 1735, and 
reported to the Committee on Grievances. On October 24 it was ordered that 
a copy of the same be served on the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court within 
20 days, and that the Judge make answer within 40 days. 

James Alexander was elected to the Assembly in 1737. On September 16, 
1731 he was prohibited from acting as Counsellor while he was a member of 
the Assembly.

burg in 1729 by William Parks, the printer of the above volume. 

Thomas in his History of Printing in America states that "I have not seen 
any thing from a Virginia press earlier than 1729. Printing was not courted, 
and it would seem not desired, till many years after the establishment of the 
province."
